TRANSPORT plans set out by 
Oxfordshire County Council have 
been criticised as unworkable 
by Banbury Town Council and 
Banbury Civic Society. 

The groups claimed investment to 
improve cycle lanes and get more 
people travelling by bus could be 
a “waste” because the sustainable 
initiatives were not right for the 
town. 

The Local Transport Plan sets out 
“local transport solutions” up to 
2031 to work alongside 100,000 new 
homes and 85,000 new jobs across 
the county. 

In Banbury, it notes that according 
to the Cherwell Local Plan an 
additional 7,000 houses and 7,000 
jobs should be created over the next 
15 years, increasing the population 
by around a third. 

A key aim of the plan is to 
promote sustainable travel in 
and around Banbury including 
increased use of buses, cycling and 
walking. 

But Banbury town councillor 
Kieron Mallon questioned this logic 
and pointed to the lack of interest 
in cycling initiatives over the years. 

He said: “The emphasis and 
funding should be put towards the 
walking strategy, and paths around 
Banbury. 

“Paying for thousands of miles of 
tarmac for cycle paths nobody uses 
is a waste.” 

He also said an improved bus 
system should be integrated with 
other counties and offer subsidies 
throughout, or else thousands of 
people commuting for work would 
continue to drive. 

The plan suggests bus service 
improvements, so that “the bus 
becomes a genuinely viable 
alternative to the car” and also 
identifies the George Street car 
park as a potential site for a new 
bus station. 

But Mr Mallon said: “We have 
and probably will rely on private 
motorcars to get people to and from 
work and shops. 

“The document implies everyone 
will give up the use of motorcars 
and cycle, or use the bus, [which] 
is laudable but impracticable in 


Banbury. I applaud the revamping 
of bus services in and around 
Banbury. 

“But those routes and times will 
have to coincide with when people 
actually want to work, not when 
transport planners think they want 
to go to work.” 

He added that some people had 
asked whether Banbury needed a 
bus station at all, because a station 
would be required for city links, 
but probably not regular services 
around the town. 

The Banbury Civic Society also 
submitted a lengthy response to 
a consultation into the plan that 
closed last week. 

Chairman Rob Kinchin-Smith 
said: “It would be difficult 
to naysay the importance of 
sustainable transport. But for the 
buses to work they have to sort 
out the roads. If we are going to 
have more buses, where are they 
going to fit?” 

Examples of existing traffic 
issues pointed out by the society, 
were Middleton Road - where 
traffic congestion on the railway 


bridge holds people up. As well as 
the inner relief road from Oxford 
Road into Windsor, Street, Cherwell 
Street and Concorde Avenue, and 
the “nightmare” of the Bridge 
Street crossroads. 

Mr Kinchin-Smith added: “If 
traffic could be calmed on those 
roads we would see benefits. 

“You can’t just tell people in 
Banbury, ‘It’s your fault, don’t use 
your cars’. 

“Banbury desperately needs new 
road infrastructure. Maybe then we 
could get the buses moving.”

Thames Valley Police said 
Tomas McLaughlin, 23, from 
Bretch Hill, and Daniel Lewis, 
18, from Millers Way, 
Middleton Cheney, punched 
the young man in the face in 
Market Place, Banbury, at 
about 2am on May 5 last year. 

The victim suffered 
fractures and needed surgery 

Both men pleaded guilty at 
Oxford Crown Court on 
March 19. 

McLaughlin was sentenced 
to two years in prison and 
Lewis was handed a deferred 
sentence for six months, with 
180 hours of community 
service, curfew and electronic 
tag. 

Thieves sought

Anti-hate group claims Ukip 
candidate posted offensive 
messages via social media 

A SECOND Ukip election hope¬ 
ful has become embroiled in 
claims over homophobic com¬ 
ments made online. 

Hope Not Hate alleged the party’s 
prospective parliamentary candi¬ 
date for Banbury, Dickie Bird, made 
the offensive remarks on Facebook. 

The pressure group released pic¬ 
tures appearing to show a post on 
Mr Bird’s account on January 25, 
2013, that said: “bus done now on the 
train sat opposite some gay p****”. 

And in another explicit post he 
supposedly called former Liverpool 
and Chelsea footballer Fernando 
Torres “a gay boy like the rest”. 

Ukip headquarters were asked 
to comment but had not replied by 
the time the Banbury Cake went to 
press. 

The claims came less than 24 hours 
after Mr Bird’s party colleague Alan 
Harris faced similar accusations. 

The parliamentary candidate for 
Oxford West and Abingdon was al¬ 
leged by Hope Not Hate to have also 
posted homophobic remarks, as well 
a racist message to Mr Bird. 

A spokesman for Ukip said last 
week that it was investigating the 
claims against Mr Harris and had 
concerns that the pictures “may not 
stand up to scrutiny”. 

Mr Harris’ wife took to Facebook 
to insist her husband’s account had 
been “hacked”. She wrote: “You all 
jump on the bandwagon, just like a 
flock of sheep. Remember there is 
[sic] always two sides to a story” 


Last night Mr Bird could not 
be reached for comment, but on 
Wednesday he said: “As far as I am 
aware I have never received a mes¬ 
sage like that from Alan. I do not 
know where they [Hope Not Hate] 
are getting this from. It’s really de¬ 
pressing.” 

Hope Not Hate researcher Simon 
Cressy said: “Despite their protes¬ 
tations, this clearly demonstrates 
that Ukip in Oxfordshire as well as 
around the UK have a problem when 
it comes to the selection of their 
candidates.” 


Mr Cressy said he obtained the 
pictures of the alleged Facebook 
posts after befriending Mr Bird and 
Mr Harris on the social network un¬ 
der a false name. 

He claimed to have been moni¬ 
toring their accounts for offensive 
slurs for more than a year. 

Commenting on claims against 
candidates elsewhere, during a Ra¬ 
dio 4 interview, Mr Farage admitted 
his party was “far from perfect”, 
but said it took swift action against 
those “who do say or do inappropri¬ 
ate things”.

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Father, 27, dodges jail term 


A LANDSCAPE gardener has avoided 
prison after attempting to break into 
an outhouse. 

Kenny Martin, 27, had denied 
attempted burglary and going 
equipped but was found guilty by a 
jury in December. 

A judge heard how the father-of-two 
had tried to turn his life around since 
the offences in February 2014 and had 
started up his own gardening business. 

Oxford Crown Court heard last 
Thursday how Martin had been 
convicted after a three-day trial in 
December last year. 

He was cleared of allowing himself 


to be carried in a van that was taken 
without consent. 

The jury had been told how Martin 
and an accomplice had been seen 
behaving suspiciously outside a large 
property in Oxford Road, Adderbury, 
on February 19,2014. 

A neighbour called police who 
responded and stopped the vehicle, 
which was carrying Martin. 

They searched the van and found 
items inside that could be used for 
burglary. The owners of the property 
discovered evidence that somebody 
had attempted to force open the door 
of an outhouse. 


Martin’s companion admitted 
attempted burglary, going equipped 
and stealing the van they were 
travelling in and had previously been 
sentenced to eight months, four 
months, and 20 weeks in prison 
respectively, to run concurrently 
Recorder Paul Cook sentenced 
Martin, of Bourlay Close, Rubery, 
Birmingham, to a 15-month prison 
sentence suspended for two years and 
a requirement to complete 200 hours of 
unpaid work for both offences, to run 
concurrently. 

He was also ordered to pay £1,000 
court costs.

A WRITTEN proclamation 
from the Queen was deliv¬ 
ered to Bodicote House as 
part of an ancient politi¬ 
cal process. 

Two blue envelopes were 
handed to Cherwell and South 
Northamptonshire’s acting 
returning officer Sue Smith 
on Monday. 

Inside each was a proclama¬ 
tion issued on behalf of Her 
Majesty the Queen as sent 
to other returning officers 
around the country, instruct¬ 
ing the recipient to hold an 
Parliamentary election in 
their consistency. 

There was also a Parliamen¬ 
tary writ and documents to be 
signed, confirming Mrs Smith 
would hold the elections and 
requesting Mr Amor return 
on May 8 to collect the writ 
and return it to the Houses of 
Parliament. 

The documents begin the 
process of electing Members 


of Parliament for the two con¬ 
stituencies. Mrs Smith said: 
“The receipt of a proclama¬ 
tion from Her Majesty and 
the Parliamentary writ is an 
ancient but still important 
tradition spanning hundreds 
of years.” 

She explained that on re¬ 
ceiving the envelopes and 
signing the forms, she had 
formally agreed to take 
charge of the General Elec¬ 
tion in Cherwell and South 
Northamptonshire. 

She added: “It is a great hon¬ 
our to be part of such an his¬ 
toric process and I will now 
keep all the relevant docu¬ 
ments safe ahead of holding 
both elections.” 

Documents had been sent 
from Committee Room 3 in 
the House of Lords to Mount 
Pleasant, Royal Mail’s central 
London office. 

From there, Vic Amor from 
the Royal Mail Special Events 
team checked and collected 
them, and hand-delivered 
them to Bodicote House, Ban¬ 
bury, the next day. He said: “I 
actually took them up to bed 
and slept with them by the 
side of my bed to make sure. 

“This is the third Parlia¬ 
mentary election I have deliv¬ 
ered writs for. It’s an honour.”

He 
said the public had confidence 
in Thames Valley Police, despite 
the fact the force was heavily 
criticised in the Serious Case Re¬ 
view published last month.

Girls were subjected to years 
of sexual abuse by a grooming 
gang and seven men were jailed 
in 2013, for a total of 95 years for 
raping, grooming and prostitut¬ 
ing the girls between 2005-2011. 

The review said there were 
1,561 recorded police contacts 
with the girls, but just 26 offenc¬ 
es recorded. 

But Mr Habgood said that he 
was determined to put the Bull¬ 
finch Serious Case Review be¬ 
hind him in his role. 

He said: “We have acknowl¬ 
edged there were mistakes and 
we are shamed by the service 
that was provided years ago. 

“But the Serious Case Review 
acknowledges several improve¬ 
ments by the police since 2011. 

“We are now considered to be a 
leader in children sexual exploi¬ 
tation services and we will con¬ 
tinue to make that a priority.” 

Mr Habgood has worked for 
TVP for 11 years and has been a 
police officer for 28 years. 

Ahead of the year’s official 
crime statistics being released 
later this month, Mr Habgood 
said: “If you look at confidence 
and satisfaction levels they are 
all at high levels. 

“When people call the police 
and interact with us and see us 
out and about on a day-to-day 
basis or other things, they are 
happy with that. 

“There are lots of different 
ways of how confidence is meas¬ 
ured and most people judge the 
police on those things.” 

The former deputy chief con¬

stable said that he wanted to 
“modernise” the force, includ¬ 
ing letting people contact the 
police online. 

He said: “People are used to us¬ 
ing their smartphones to do oth¬ 
er things - banking, insurance, 
and so on - why not the police? 

“We can’t afford to stand still, 
we need to adapt to the changing 
demands on policing.” 

He said the public would start 
to see more online services in 
the next 18 months and that 
there would be more technology 


projects for the force over the 
next three years. 

As well as helping the public, 
using more technology will save 
the force money 
In the last four years TVP has 
had to cut more than £58m. 

Mr Habgood said: “Until after 
the General Election we don’t 
know what the threat will be, but 
there will be cuts. 

“I can promise I will do every¬ 
thing I can to use the resources 
we are allocated for front-line 
services.”

44% rise in under-13s that are arrested 


THE number of arrests of chil¬ 
dren under the age of 13 in Ox¬ 
fordshire went up 44 per cent in 
2014. 

Since May 2012, police have ar¬ 
rested 65 children aged between 
10-13 a total of 84 times. 

In 2013, there were 25 arrests, 
while in 2014, there were 36 ar¬ 
rests, up by more than two fifths. 

The figures, released after 
a Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest, include two alleged rapes 
by 12-year-olds and one count of 
a 13-year-old allegedly causing 
GBH with intent. 

In total two 10-year-olds, two 


11-year-olds, 12 12-year-olds and 
4913-year-olds were arrested. 

The most common alleged 
crimes included assault, with 15 
arrests, criminal damage, with 
12 arrests, and theft, with six ar¬ 
rests. 

Other suspected offences in¬ 
cluded burglary, possessing a 
blade in a public place, fraud 
by false representation and pos¬ 
sessing an imitation firearm. 

Head of criminal justice at 
TVP, Supt Rory Freeman, said 
the rise was a result of a several 
factors but said: “This may be 
as a result of increased targeted 


patrols or the enforcement of 
priorities identified by mem¬ 
bers of the public.” 

Of the 84 incidents, 17 were 
charged, eight were cautioned, 
eight were made to apologise, 
one was reprimanded and 47 
cases with no further action. 

Mr Freeman said that the per¬ 
centage of cases where further 
action was taken against chil¬ 
dren was “significantly lower” 
than that for adults. 

Oxford East prospective par¬ 
liamentary candidate Andrew 
Smith said: “I don’t think these 
numbers should trigger panic.”

IT seems rather disingenuous for 
Hollywood - an industry that reveres 
glamour, designer couture and age- 
defying beauty - to peddle wish ful¬ 
filment fantasies to female audiences 
that extol beauty as a quality that ra¬ 
diates purely from within. 

Cinema’s so-called ugly ducklings 
are invariably gorgeous actresses, 
who have neglected to wash their hair 
and put on make-up for a few scenes, 
dressed in over-sized high-street fash¬ 
ions. 

Their transformation into glittering 
swans is just a couple of hours away, 
courtesy of a top stylist. 

Ultimately, we’re suckers for these 
widescreen fairy tales and The Duff 
continues the trend with sassiness and 
style. 

Ari Sandel’s film is an unabashedly 
feel-good comedy about one young 
woman’s journey from insecurity to 
self-acceptance that patrols the same 
high school corridors as She’s All That, 
Clueless, Mean Girls and 10 Things I 
Hate About You. 

Josh A Cagan’s script, adapted from 
the novel by Kody Keplinger, embraces 
every well-worn cliche and conven¬ 
tion, empowering its heroines to take 
control of their lives and defy maga¬ 
zine articles, which dictate how they 
should behave or dress. 

Thus one tomboy isn’t fussed about 
attending her school’s rites-of-passage 
prom because she already has a date in 
front of the TV.

In brief 


RESIDUAL values for electric cars are rising 
to levels similar to those of diesels, says 
a trade price guide publisher. Glass's 
says that residual value forecasts are 
"already broadly similar" to those of 
diesels, citing the Tesla Model S's 
predicted 43% RV after three years and 
60,000 miles versus the almost identical 
value attached to the BMW 535d M 
Sport. RVs have been low for electric 
cars because of uncertainty surrounding 
expensive battery replacements, but as 
technology improves and public 
perception of it eases away from 
scepticism and towards curiosity." 

BMW has joined the plug-in hybrid rush 
with its first 'mainstream' effort 
following the amazing hype 
surrounding the i8 sports car. The 
petrol-electric drivetrain has been put 
into the X5 xDrive40e, where its 
efficiency benefits can have the 
biggest impact. Tests have recorded 
average fuel consumption of 85.6mpg, 
but the EU's current tests fail to take 
into account the electricity used by the 
plug-in hybrid system. Consumption 
measures 15.3kWh, but meaningful 
comparisons with miles per gallon 
have yet to standardise in any market.

A GLANCE at the rear of 
this little car is enough to 
show that Vauxhall is clearly 
very proud indeed of the star 
engine that powers its new 
Corsa.
